BERLIN, Dec. 1.—In one of the 
shortest decrees he ever issued 
President Von Hindenburg today 
gave the Bruening Government al- 
most unlimited power to increase 
customs duties to a prohibitory 
point. 

During the Reichstag recess, un- 
til next Feb. 23, the deeree em- 
powers the Government “in the 
event of stringent economic neces- 
sity’’ to change the present customs 
schedule and to enter into q sys- 
tem of bilateral treaties with for- 
eign countries. 

These things may be done with- 
out consulting the Reichstag. In 
some quarters the decree is re- 
garded as empowering negotiators 
with England to agree to tariff 
schedules without submitting the 
agreement for ratification. 

Observers here thought that part 
of the decree referring to new trea- 
ties might bring protests from na- 
tions now exchanging most-favor- 
ed-nation treatment with Germany. 

The decree contains only about 
25 words, making it one of the 
briefest and at the same time one 
of th- most powerful since Chan- 
cellor Bruening began governing 
by edict. It reads: “The Govern- 
ment is*given power during recess 
of the Reichstag in the event of 
stringent economic necessity: 1— 
To change existing import duties; 
2—To effect a system of temporary 
bilateral treaties with foreign covn- 
tries.” 


JUDGE BECKER DECLINES

setting forth he could not take the

As a result of Judge Becker's 
declination, Randolph Laughlin, 
representing plaintiff stockholders, 
filed a motion asking that a new 
appointment be made. 

It is known that before Judge 
Hogan made the appointment in- 
terested counsel suggested that 
Judge Becker be named, and his 
selection was agreeable to counsel 
for defendant company, but the 
company did not waive its right of 
appeal by such agreement. The 
company has filed a motio~ for a 
new trial. 

A similar motion has been filed 
in behalf of the St. Louis Amuse- 
ment Co., owner of a chain of the- 
aters identified with the Warner- 
Skouras interests, which also was 
placed under receivership by Judge 
Hogan. In that case Roy F. Brit- 
ton and Henri Chouteau were ap- 
pointed as co-receivers.

NEW YORK MAYOR 
ENLISTED HIS AID 


Hearing Is Begun in San 
Francisco Before Gov. 
Rolph—aApplicant’s Mo- 
ther, 83, Attends.

. SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1. =— 


Mayor James J. Walker of New 
York, appearing as a lawyer, short- 
ly after noon today began his plea 
before Gov. James Rolph Jr., for 
a pardon for Tom Mooney, serv- 
ing a life sentence in San Quentin 
prison for the bombing of the pre- 


1916. Walker spoke following a 
two-hour argument by Frank P 
Walsh, 67*year-old counsel * for 
Mooney. 

At the same time, in a letter to 
Walker, Charles M. Fickert of Los 
Angeles, who as District Attorney 
of San Francisco prosecuted Moo- 
ney, expressed the opinion it would 
be best to pardon Mooney. Fick- 
ert’s letter owas in response 
to a telegram from the New 
York Mayor and was dated 
yesterday. This is the § first 
time, so far as known, that Fick- 
ert has expressed approval of a 
pardon for Mooney. He bases his 
change of attitude on the opinion 
of former Gov. C. C. Young, that 
Frank C. Oxman, one of the prose- 
cution witnesses in Mooney’s trial, 
gave perjured testimony and was 
a publicity seeker. 

“Diabolic” and “fiendish” were 
Walker's first words as he spoke 
of the explosion in July, 1916. 

‘The echo of the terrible shock 
was felt all over the American con- 
tinent. It was not local. 

“The despicable thing impressed 
everyone who heard. Never have I 
lost interest, although I was not in- 
timately brought into the case im- 
mediately. 

‘This is a notable day. After 15 
years, an open, fair hearing, full 
and thorough, is granted counsel 
for this petitioner. 

“I am mindful of the responsi- 
bility resting on your excellency, 
but it rests on this side of the 
bench, too.” 

Refers to Perjury. 

He referred to “perjured testi- 
mony.”’ 

“Duty ts exacting and has e- 
sponsibilities,” he said. “Counsel 
espousing cause must share with 
officers of the law and prosecu- 
tors.”’ 

He spoke of the slaying of four 
“little children’? in New York and 
said except for the “strong arm of 
the law there would be very little 
left of this country.” 

The Mayor said the story related 
by Walsh today was the first pub- 
lic presentation of it. Oxman’s tes- 
timony, he said, had been sjown 
“to be unworthy.” 

“With the same care, Mr. Walsh 
has reviewed the witness, McDon- 
ald,” e Walker. 

The Mayor told of his search of 
the record and wondered what was 
in the mind of those living close to 
this. He found some believers, he 
said, that McDonald first told the 
truth and “lied when he recanted.” 

“McDonald is a liar,’’ said Walk- 
er. “Let us approach the plot. 
Mooney was convicted on the testi- 
mony of Oxman and McDonald. Let 
-one with a finer mind than I ever 
expect to develop characterize Ox- 
man, 

“There has been something said 
about impudence. If I am impu- 
dent in appearing here in this per- 
sistent effort to preserve the life of 
an innocent man—jif this or any ef- 
fort to help right a great injustice 
be impudence, then I am impudent, 
your honor.” 

Reads Juror’s Letter. 

The Mayor read a letter from 
William V. McNavin, foreman of 
the jury which voted for Mooney’s 
conviction.

Without the testimony of Oxman, 
the former juror said, Mooney 
could not have been convicted. He 
said he would have “hung the jury 
before he would have voted: for a 
conviction on McDonald's testimony 
alone.”

Claude Gilman and Joseph 
Sinovich, Who Appealed 
to Missouri Supreme 
Court, Are Re-Arrested.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec 1. — 


Convictions of Claude Gillman and 
Joseph Sinovich in St. Louis Coun- 
ty Circuit Court, on charges of kid- 


inaping Jacob Hoffman, St. Louis 
bookmaker, in February, 1930, were 
affirmed today by Division No. 2 
of the Missouri Supreme Court. 

Gillman, a-member of the South 
Side “Gas House Gang,” is under 
a 10-year prison sentence, and Sin- 
ovich, proprietor of Bayless Grove, 
notorious hangout in Southern St. 
Louis County, is under a two-year 
sentence for the abduction. 

Gillman, 29-year-old chauffeur 
who resides at 2315 Geyer avenue, 
was arrested yesterday afternoon, 
on advance notice from the §Su- 
preme Court to St. Louis County 
authorities that the conviction had 
been affirmed. Sinovich, who is 
41, was arrested on the same: no- 
tice, at his home at 4025 Bayless 
avenue, St. Louis County. They are 
held at Clayton for transfer to the 
penitentiary at Jefferson City. 

The convictién of Gillman was 
the first obtained by St. Louis 
County or St. Louis authorities in 
a series. of kidnapings for ransom 
in the St. Louis district, which be- 
gan late in 1929. He was defended 
by Paul A. Richards, now himself 
under indictment on a charge of 
kidnaping for ransom in the abduc- 
tion of Alexander Berg, wealthy St. 
Louis fur dealer, on Nov. 6, last. 

The opinion affirming the con- 
viction of Gillman was written by 
Commissioner John T. Fitzsimmons 
and that affirming the conviction 
of Sinovich was written by Com- 
missioner Henry J. Westhues. The 
three judges of Division No. 2? con- 
curred unanimously in each of the 
opinions. 

No Reversible Error. 

Commissioner Fitzsimmons, in 
reviewing defense attacks on the 
evidence in the Gillman case, ruled 
the evidence was sufficient to sup- 
port the submission of the case to 
the jury and to support the jury’s 
verdict. He held the crime of kid- 
naping, as defined in the law, was 
clearly established by the State, in 
overruling a detense claim that the 
crime was not esta lished. 

He rejected a defense contention 
of error by the trial court in per- 
mitting the introduction by the 
prosecution, as evidence, of three 
automatic pistols, found in ‘the 
room adjoining that where Hoff- 
man was held prisoner. The com- 
missioner ruled the presence of the 
weapons, “close to the: hands of 
those in the outside room,” added 
to the force of “toffman’s testi- 
mony that he was con‘inel against 
his will. The commissioner de-. 
clared there was no reversible error 
in the trial record. 

Commissioner Westhues over- 
ruled numerous defense claims of 
procedural error by the trial court 
and rejected a defense contention 
there was no substantial eVidence 
to support the conviction. He said 
all the facts and circumstanees 
shown by the State pointed to the 
guilt of Sinovich, and were suffi- 
cient to support the verdict..

Wife of Prisoner Took May 
Gledhill and Baby Into 
Home — Both Received 


signs of inarotembadh abtecday 
the condition of May Gledhill, 
“Canada's Ski Giri,’’ turned for the 
worst last night and oxygen again 
was administered. Physicians have 
not been able to diagnose the illnegs 
of the 26-year-old woman. They 
think it is the result of a sudden 
nervous breakdown. Miss Gledhill’s 
face and figure are well known in 
Canada through her work as a 
poster model. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Willima 
Connor, middle-aged wife of the 
man she says is the father of Miss 
Gledhill’s 2-year-old ‘“‘Sonny,”. told 
of the strange situation. 

Her husband, she said, is serving 
a prison term in Vermont for for- 
gery. Miss Gledhill has been mak- 
ing her home with Mrs. Connor. 
Both women received letters. regu- 
larly from Connor, she said, and 
to each he repeatedly has avowed 
his affection. The women showed 
each other the letters, according to 
Mrs. Connor. 

Mrs. Connor said that she and 
her husband, then a successful en- 
gineer, were in Montreal a. few 
years ago when Miss ~ Gledhill 
passed by, crying. Connor asked 
if he could be of any assistance, his 
wife said, and they took the young 
woman home. The affair between 
Connor and Miss Gledhill started 
then, the wife said. 

“At first I thought she was to 
blame,” she told reporters, “but 
after I read some of the letters he 
wrote to her, I felt that he was 
about 75 per cent responsible, At 
one time I contemplated divorce, 
but my husband begged me not to, 
saying that he loved me. 

“When he went to prison, it 
seemed the Christian thing to do to 
have Miss Gledhill] and her baby 
come live with me. We got along 
splendidly.” 

Mrs. Connor does not think that 
Miss Gledhill took poison, as was 
thought at first when she collapsed 
suddenly Saturday. She attributes 


‘ther condition to shock over fear 


she might be deported to Canada 
and separated’from her son. 

Immigration officials said that so 
far as their records showed no 
agents had investigated Miss Gled- 
hill’s case. It was the visit to the 
Connor home of two men who rep- 
resented themselves as immigration 
agents that led to Miss Gledhill’s 
collapse. 

One letter to the unmarried 
mother from the prisoner read: 

“My Darling May: I am count- 
ing the days when I will be with 
you again. Separation from you is 
1 maddening. I love you with all my 
heart and soul and I know you love 
me. Be brave, patient, and soon 
we will be together again with our 
love.”’ 

To hé@s wife Connor wrote: “I 
am looking forward to the time I 
get out of here when you and I 
may start life anew. I know that 


I have caused you much grief and 


misery, but you must know that I 
regret it all. I kn w that you un- 
derstand me and the world and you 
will find it in. sah s alteiaiies 
heart to forgive m

GULFPORT, Miss., Dec. 1.—Con- 


ditions of peonage and serfdom, 
charged by officers of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor against 
contractors and subcontractors on 


Mississippi Rivers levee work in 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Louisiana and 
Mississippi, exist aiso in other 
states along the great river system, 
as shown by previous surveys with- 
in the last few weeks, the labor 
leaders said, following their state- 
ment yesterday that “hideous slav- 
ery” and “cold-blooded brutality” 
prevailed in levee camps. 

In Gulfport, after completion of 
their report to President William 
Green of the American Federation 
of Labor, Thomas E. Carroll of 
Washington, D. C., and Holt Ross, 
New Orleans, general representa- 
tives of the Federation, charged 
that “helpless Negro laborers” and 
some white men were “terrorized 
by lash and gun,’’ and were held in 
river camps through “fear” and by 
debt to commissaries and other 
agencies of the contractors. 

Carroll further said that the vast 
sums appropriated. by Congress for 
flood-relief work’ on the river levee 


system were resigned by.Presidevt 
4 f and other high : | rer : 1 * 


officials and by members of 
gress themselves “to stimulate busi- 
ness and to aid wnemployment. 
Neither of these objectives has been 
attained, and conditions now are 
worse than they were before the 
appropriations were made,” Carroll 
declared. 

Says 4000 Are Affected. 

Based on information gleaned 
from a two-weeks’ survey of the 
levee system between  Rosedale,, 
Miss., and Natchez, in the so-called 
Vicksburg area, the two labor offi- 
cilals said conditions of peonage and 
virtual serfdom affected 4000 men 
in the four thernmost states of 
the Mississippi Valley. 

Based on their report to Presi- 
dent Green, which they said was 
thoroughly supported by affidavits 
and other evidence, the federation 
representatives charged that men 
were flogged with plow lines and 
in some cases struck down with the 
butts of. revolvers; that foremen 
were known generally to be heav- 
ily armed; that workmen injured in 
performance of their duties not 
only were not compensated for their 
injuries, but were not paid for time 
lost through their disability and 
convalescence. Specific cases of 
uncompensated injury and lost time 
were given, in one instance where 
& man’s arm was broken by a de- 
fective stump puller, and in another 
where a workman was crushed by 
the overturning of a tractor. 

“We cannot tell half the stories 
of brutality,’’ Ross said, “because 
it might interfere with the efforts 
of other agencies in uncovering fur- 
ther evidence.” 

Arbitrary Deduction From Pay. 

In camps conducted by contrac- 
tors and sub-contractors the work- 
men are required to purchase all 
their supplies from commissaries, 
the labor officials declared, - and 
outside merchants were forbidden 
to sell their wares within camp 
confines. In most cases, the. offi- 
cials said, an arbitrary payroll de- 
duction of $4.50 a week was made 
for commissary foodstuffs, whether 
purchases reached that amount or 
not. Other deductions were said 
to be $1 a week tent charge for each 
man, a cook hire charge of 50 cents 
a day, and an ice water assessment 
of 5 cents a day. Wages run as 
low as 75 cents a day for a 12-hour 
day, the Carroll-Ross statement re- 
cited, and men frequently were 
worked as long as 18 hours a day 
without allowance for overtime, 

Ross told of one commissary 
ticket on which aypeared charges 
of 75 cents for four pounds of lard, 
sugar at 2 pounds for 25 cents, and 
a 12-pound sack of flour for 75 
cents. 

$549 Wage Dwindles to $144, 

One crew of 30 laborers who had 
worked a group total of 439 days 
at a promised total wage of $549, 
received credit for only $144, the 
report stated. Men attempting to 
quit camp were abused and threat- 
ened and commissary debts were 
held over their heads and. jail sen-| 
tences promised, it was said.

W. WARREN BARBOUR NAMED 
TO SUCCEED SENATOR MORROW 


New Jersey Governor Appoints 
Thread Manufacturer, Who 
Was Mayor of Rumson.

TRENTON, N, J., Dec? 1.—W. 
Warren Barbour, former Mayor of 
Rumson, and wealthy thread man- 
ufacturer, was appointed today by 
Gov. Larson to succeed the late 
Dwight W. Morrow as United 
States Senator from New Jersey. 

Barbour, who is 43 years old, is 
a Republican. He was once ama- 
teur heavyweight boxing champion 
of the world. He entered public 
life in Rumson in 1922 when he 
was elected to the Borough Coun- 
cil. The next year he became 
Mayor to serve uatil 1929. During 
the present year he served as 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 


mittee. 

Barbour fought his last public 
boxing bout in 1911 and at the 
time was hailet by James J. Cor- 
bett as the only boxer worthy to 
meet Jack Johnson for the heavy- 
weight title. He refrained from 
entering the efits ate ranks, 
however.

PARIS, Dec. 1.—The League of 
Nations Council tonight adopted its 
resolution offering a neutral zone 
peace solution of the Manchurian 
dispute, substantially in the form 
which was approved last week by 
United States Ambassador Dawes. 

It refrains from giving the Jap- 
anese the right to engage in oper- 
ations against bandits in Manchu- 
ria, a point upon which the Jap- 
anese delegation had insisted. 

It was announced, however, that 
Aristide Briand, chairman of the 
Council, in presenting the resolu- 
tion for adoption -at a plenary ses- 
sion of the Council, would express 
satisfaction that ‘‘both parties have 
indicated a desire to take the nec- 
essary police measures.” 

Only the final approval of the 
Government at Tokio stands in the 
way of complete agreement on the 
proposal, since the Chinese  in- 
dorsed it last night, although tt 
makes no provision for a definite 
date for evacuation by Japanese 
troops. 

The main. feature of the proposed 
program is an international com- 
mission of inquiry with wide pow- 
ers to study the*® whole Chinese- 
Japanese trouble. 

Japanese Attitude. 

Last week the Japanese delegate 
informed the Council his Govern- 
ment was ready to accept the 
League proposals providing that 
they did not preclude “such mili- 
tary measures in Manchuria as may 
be required for the protection of 
Japanese lives and property from 
bandits and other lawless. ele- 
ments.” ' 

This reservation applied to tha 
portion of the League resolution 
which calls upon both belligerents 
to order their troops commanders 
to take no initiative which might 
result in fighting or loss of life. 

In accepting the League’s plan, 
provided the Chinchow evacuation 
is definitely established by the 
neutral observers, China made the 
observation that any new advance 
toward Chinchow, or any similar 
operations, would create a situa- 
tion demanding a new examina- 
tion of the whole arrangement. 

It is understood the Council 
would be glad to get the Chinese’ 
forcés back from Chinchow and be- 
hind the Ggeat Wall, but with pro- 
visions for a well organized neu- 
tral zone under control of neutral 
observers. 

Very Practical Situation. 

League authorities admit that it 
may look strange to ask the Chimese 
to evacuate Manchuria and leave 
Japanese troops of occupation, but 
they urge that this is a very prac- 
tical situation. 

Japan is occupying parts of Man- 
churia with an‘efficient army, they 
point out, and there is no indica- 
tion that any single Power or group 
of Powers is disposed to take strong 
measures to. force Japanese evacua- 
tion, Thus, they say, evacuation by 

‘the Chinese would reduce the 
chances of fighting and remoye a 
possible provocation for another 
Japanese advance.

Proposals Await Meeting of Labor 

Leaders; Sargent Suggests

HICAGO, Dec. 1. — Western 
Railway executives will wait at 
least another week before annouric- 
ing their plans to curb expend- 
itures. 

After a secret meeting here yes- 
terdady, their spokesman announced 
that nothing tangible came out of 
the meeting, and that all proposals 
for wage cuts among employes had 
been laid over until after the 
meeting of the Railway Labor 
Executives’ Association here Dec. 
7 and 8. At this meeting. labor 
executives were scheduled to dis- 
cuss a voluntary 10 per cent wage 
cut for one year. 

However, Fred W. Sargent, presi- 
dent of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern and the Chicago, St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis & Omaha, notified the 
chairman of 20 groups yesterday 
the roads desired a voluntary 15 
per cent reduction on the part of 
the 40,000 union employes.

By the terms of the decree, the 
Central Union Co. is to surrender 
to the receiver 75,000 shares of 
the preferred stock of the Inter- 
national Co., and a new certificate 
for 44,957 shares of the preferred 
stock of the International Co. is to 
be issued in its stead. The Balti- 
more Trust Co. is to make a sim- 
ilar exchange of its. certificates 
for 117,000 shares, receiving a new 
certificate for 71,773 shares.

“This is loaded with wooden 
bullets,” he said. “See?” he ex- 
claimed as he pressed the pistol! 
against Cleo, and pulled the trig- 
ger. It snapped harmlessly. He 
then walked over to Constance, 
who was sitting in a chair, put the 
weapon against her head and 
pulled the trigger. Again it snapped 
without doing any harm. He 
pressed the rigger again. There 
was an explosion, and Constance 
slumped over in the chair—dead. 
The police said that Constance’s 
death was accidental.

~ Ways to Protect X-Ray, Radian: 
Operatives and Their Patients: 


or Cause 


Delegates at Convention Here Consider Fact 
That Treatment May Either Relieve 


Disease. 


Specialists in the medical and 
surgical uses of radium and X- 
rays, meeting at Hotel Jefferson 
this week in the seventeenth an- 
nual convention of the Radiological 
Society of North America, turned 
their attention today to:a discussion 
of precautions needed to safeguard 
themselves and their patients from 
the dangers inherent in such ir- 
radiations, so powerful and insidi- 
ous that they may either relieve or 
cause a serious disease such as 
cancer. 

Other groups assembled for sym- 
posiums on the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of goiter and lesions of the 
central nervous system. The after- 
noon program called for a talk by 
Dr. L. W. Dean, St. Louis, on sinus 
infections and a symposium on the 
use of the X-ray in pediatrics, or 
diseases of children. 

The radiologists will meet tonight 
with members of St. Louis Medical 
Society in a discussion of diseases 
and abnormalities of the gastro- 
intestinal tract. 

Recalls Meeting in 1915. 

Dr. Charles E. Hyndman, presi- 
dent of St. Louis Medical Society, 
in welcoming the radiologists at 
their opening session yesterday, re- 
called that their second annual 
meeting was held in St. Louis 16 
years ago, when the organization 
was known as the Western Roent- 
gen Ray Society. Twelve members 
attended. About 1000 are at the 
present meeting, which will con- 
tinue through Friday. 

Dr. Lauriston S. Taylor of the 
United States Bureau of Standards, 
and a member of the international 
committee, recommended that 
X-ray tubes‘and the rooms ‘in 
which they are used be surrounded 
with lead, which absorbs their ra- 
diations. Where X-ray equipment 
is present in anesthetic rooms, he 
said, it should be kept in an air- 
tight container, because most anes- 
thetics are hishly explosive. Slow 
burning X-ray film aione should be 
used, he said. The inflammable 
type was responsible for a disas- 
trous fire about two years ago ata 
Cleveland clinic. 

Two Vacations a Year. 
Because the effect of exposure 
to irradiation is cumulative, he 
said, radiologists and their assist- 
ants should take two vacations of 
at least two weeks each during the 
year. 

Dr. O.. M. Walter of Northwest- 
ern University described experi- 
ments he had conducted with Dr. 
A. C. Ivy and Dr. B. J. Anson in 
causing goiter in animals. and 
treating the disease with X-rays. 
Sixteen Texas opossums were the 
subjects, and the goiters were de- 
veloped by feeding the animals on 
a diet consisting mostly of meat. 
The experiments indicated X-ray 
treatments were é€fficiént in pre- 
venting development of goiters. 
The scientists concluded similar 
treatments may become valuable 
to man, especially as*:an aid to 
medical treatment and in prevent- 
ing recurrence of the disease fol- 
lowing operations for the removal 
of goiters. 


A method of using X-rays to de- 


tect expectant motherliood in its . 


early stages was described by Dr. 
A. Jerome Thomas, Shreveport, La. 
X-rays have been used for that 
purpose for years, but until recent- « 
ly internal injections were needed 
to make the picture apparent. 
Experiments With Dolls. 

Two years ago Dr. Thomas be- 
gan his experiment by making 
some unusual dolls, models of pre- 
natal children, which he set up 
behind living persons and throuzh 
their .bodies took X-ray pictures. 
In this way he learned to read the 
meanings of faint shadows which 
are shown on the new X-ray filins. 
Dr. Thomas exhibited many of his 
pictures, along with reports of va- 
rious cases in which physicians had 
been able through them to prevent 
suffering. 

Cures of cancer of the bone in 
one great clinic, Dr. Joseph Colt 
Bloodgood of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity told members of thé so- 
ciety, increased from 4 per cent 
in 1920 to more than 25 per cent 
in 1930. He attributed the gain 
largely to information published 
in the press and elsewhere which 
brought sufferers to the clinic be-. 
fore the disease had advanced to 
an incurable stage. 

Stomach ulcers do not develop 
into cancers and can be healed 
quickly, Dr. Gregory Cole, New 
York, said in describing his X-ray 
studies of gastric ulcers and can- 
cers. The X-ray, he said, is not 
used in treatment, but merely to 
guide physicians in their choice of 
already well established methods 
of treatment. 

An obstacle to choosing the prop- 
er treatment has been the similar- 
ity in symptoms arising from stom- 
ach ulcers and cancers. Dr. Cole 
told of 56 X-ray pictures of such 
cases he had taken. 

Like a Pack of Cards. 

“Shuffle these as you would a 
pack of cards,” he said, “and any 
one of you can pick out the can- 
cers from the ulcers as readily as 
you can separate the red from the 
black in a pack of cards. In each 
pack of cards there is a joker, an 
advertising card and two blanks, 
which may be used later either as 
reds or blacks. So with the 56 
cases, the praportion of jokers and 
blanks is al st exactly the same. 

“A subsequent examination after 
the patient has rested in bed two 
weeks will decide whether the two 
blanks are to be red or black—ul- 
cer or cancer. ‘Th joker will re- 
main a joker to the bitter end, de- 
fying clinician, surgeon, roentgen- 
‘ologist and particularly the pathol- 
ogist. Only by death or continued 
life can the status of the joker be 
settled.” 

Dr. Bundy Allen, Tampa, F!la., 
president of the society, in his an- 
nual adgress last night, urged the 
various radiological societies of the 
country to unite for greater effi- 
ciency. Scientific progress, he said, 
is retarded by the several! societies, 
which duplicate their efforts and 
scatter the results through several 
official journals.

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IS. SHIP BOARD SEEKS

Asks Congress. to Increase 
$185,000,000 Limit on Ad- 
vances for Construction.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The 
United States Shipping Board 
asked Congress today to let it lend 
more money to build up the Amer- 
ican Merchant Marine. 

Under the Jones-White law, the 
Shipping Board has a _ revolving 
fund of $250,000,000 out of which 
construction. loans totaling not 
more than $185,000,000 are per- 
mitted. The board, in its annual 
report, asks that this maximum be 
increased. 

These recommendations also are 
made: 

That “voyages to nowhere,” 
short trips to sea returning to 
the point of embarkation with- 
out touching a foreign port, be 
prohibited to foreign vessels by 

an amendment to the laws regula- 
ting coastwise shipping. Many of 
these trips have been drinking 
excursions. 

That the board be given addi- 
tional regulatory ‘authority over 
common carrierg by water—a 


step of particular need, it was - 


said, with respect to jurisdiction 
over minimum rates. 

Higher compensation for mail 
carrying ships of exceptional 
speed; deduction from taxable 
income of operating profits of 
ship lines when devoted to new 
construction in American yards; 
and some form of assistance for 
American ships not receiving the 
benefit of mail contracts.

Stanley Clarke Explains Its 
Plan to Sell Its Generating 
Stations to Union Elec- 
tric. 2 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 1.—The 
application of the St. Louis Public 
Service Co., operating the street 
railways and part of the bus lines 
in St. Louis, for authority to sell its 
two electrical generating plants to 
the Union Electric Light & Power 
Co. of St. Louis, for $2,100,000, and 
to use the proceeds in taking over 
control of its sister company, the 
People’s Motor Bus Co. of St. Louis, 
was taken under advisement by 
the State Public Service Commis- 


The request is conditional upon 
the street railway company’s ability 
to negotiate a new and satisfactory 
contract with Union Electric for its 
entire power needs, The new power 
contract also would be ‘subject to 
the approval] of the commission, if 
negotiated. The Public Service Co. 
now purchases approximately 90 
per cent of its power from Union 
Electric. 

All in the Family, 

This proposed exchange of prop- 
erties, in effect, is a family affair. 
Union Electric is controlled by the 
North American Co., a holding com- 
pany. North American owns a 
large share of the City Utilities Co., 
another holding company. City 
Utilities Co. owns. the St. Louis Mo- 
tor Coach Co., which in turn owns 
all of the capital stock of the Peo- 
ple’s Motor Bus Co. City Utilities 


Louis Public Service Co. 

The Union Electric has the op- 
tion, under the plan, of paying 
$2,100,000 in cash for the bus com- 
pany’s stock, if it chooses, to ac- 
quire that stock from the City Util- 
ities Co. 

Explains Bus Deal. 

Stanley Clarke, president of the 
St. Louis Public Service Co., testi- 
fied yesterday, on cross-examina- 
tion by Associate City Counselor 
Forrest Ferris Jr. of St. Louis, that 
the City Utilities Co, had bought 
the ‘stock of the St. Louis Motor 
Coach Co., carrying ownership .of 
the People’s Motor Bus Co. in 
1929, at the request of and for the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. 

Clarke said City Utilities ac- 
quired this stock through an ar- 
rangement with the International 
Utilities ‘Co., which purchased the 
stock from the original owners, 
John Hertz and associates of Chi- 
cago. He said the International 
turned the stock over to City Utili- 
ties at cost, plus about $130,000 in 
commissions, 

He said the total cost to City 
Utilities was approximately $2,100,- 
000, and that the Public Service 
Co., if it took the stock over from 
its holding company, would ac- 
quire it at approximately the same 
figure, with. no profit to City Util- 
ities in the transaction. He said 
the Public Service Co. in asking 
City Utilities to acquire the stock, 
had agreed, when the street. rail- 
way took it over from the holding 
company, to pay the cost of the 
stock to City Utilities, plus carry- 
ing charges and less any dividends 
collected on the stock. 

Power Contract Not Yet Drawn. 

Clarke testified the Public Serv- 
ice Co. had no assurance from 
Union Electric that it would enter 
into @ new power contract satisfac- 
tory to the street railways, but on 


| effort would be made to work one 


out. 

Frank J. Boehm, vice president 
of the Union Electric, testified that 
if his company took over the two 
power plants, the purchase price of 
$2,100,000 would be amortized out 
of the new power contract with the 
street railways, if it were negoti- 
ated. He said the principal value 
of the plants to Union Electric 
would be to aid at times in render- 
ing service to-the street railway at 
peak periods, as there was little 
demand elsewhere for the 500 volt 
direct current generated by the 
street railways plants.

shouted a reply, they stopped and 
assaulted him. Gibson knocked 
one youth down, the girl said. This 
man then obtained a steel rod from 
the truck and, while the other two 
men continued to strike Gibson 
with their fists, knocked the Negro 
down. The men then fled in the 
truck. 

Detectives obtained information 
from the Negro proprietor o fa 
cigar store in the neighborhood, 
with whom the men had quarreled 
prior to the fight with Gibson, 
which led to the arrest and confes- 
sions of the three men, the officers 
testified. 

The defendants, who were pres- 
ent but did not testify, are named 
in warrants issued by the Circuit 
Attorney as James Deaver, 22, 
chauffeur, 1009 Ohio avenue; 
Charles Vincent, 21, chauffeur, 932 
La Salle street, and Lawrence Ken- 
nan, 21, laborer, 1015 Ann avenue. 

Detectives testified that Deaver, 
who owns the truck, admitted he 
struck Gibson with the rod. He 
also claimed a gray cap found at 
the scene. The prisoners admitted 
they had been drinking. They also 
admitted shouting at the Negroes, 
after which, they asserted Gibson 
cursed them. 

The inquest verdict of homicide 
was followed by the issuance of 
warrants. 


STAGE HANDS VOTE TO REBATE 
10 PER CENT.OF THEIR WAGES 


Plan Must Receive Majority Vote 
Among 700 Unions to Become 
Effective. 

Union stage hands, members of 
Local No. 6, voted today to concur 
in a proposed plan to rebate 10 per 
cent of their wages to national the- 
atrical chain employers for 36 
weeks. Union motion picture ma- 
chine operators will vote on:a 
similar proposal tonight. 

The plan must receive a majority 
vote among the 700 local unions in 
the United States and Canada to 
become effective. The proposal 
has the approval of international 
officers of the Brotherhood of 
Stage Employes, who met with em- 
ployers at New York ~-recently. 

The rebate system, rather than a 
reduction in wage scales, was 
adopted so as not to interfere with 
existing wage agreements. The 10 
per cent rebate applies to employes 
receiving between $45 and $70 
weekly, while employes receiving 
more than $70 weekly will rebate 
10 per cent of that sum, and 15 per 
cent of all in excess of $70. 


WAREHOUSES TO BE BUILT

Board of Public Service Votes to

A proposal to construct railroa

Grodsky, manager of the Missouri 
Bag Co., tistified that in order to 
obtain steam-heating service’ this 
fall his company had to cancel its 
contract with Laclede and buy elec- 
tricity from Union. Evidence of this 
dispute was not admitted at the 
hearing yesterday.

When the report on resulis was 
made today, 280 members of Con- 
gress were still to be heard from.

“Regarding those members of 
Congress who hav. stated that they 
are opposed to submission, it seems 
to us that any member of Congress 
irrespective of hjs personal stand 
on the eighteenth amendment, 
should not refuse to allow his con- 
stituents the opportunity ee voic- 
ing’*their opinions.’

Depression Due to anaes 
Of Wealth, Destroying Buying 
Power of People, Says Pinchot 


Pennsylvania Governor, Speaking in Wash- 
ington, Demands Higher Taxes on Big 
Incomes and Federal Aid for Jobless.

« WASHINGTON, Dec. 1. — De- 
manding Federal relief of human 
distress in the present emergency, 


Gov. Gifford Pinchot of Pennsyl- 
vania, in an address here last night 
before the District of Columbia 
League of Women Voters, declared 
that the depression in the United 
States was due basically to the “‘al- 
most unbelievable concentration of 
wealth which has killed the con- 
suming power of the average mil- 
lions.”’ 
“It is this same concentration,” 
he said, “which is the chief obsta- 
cle in our path to permanent pros- 
perity. 
“For if we examine statements 
and actions of the proponents of 
local relief, we find that they 
weave together into a surprisingly 
harmonious pattern. That pattern 
does not spell relief for the unem- 
ployed. What it spells is persistent 
Shielding of concentrated wealth— 
not relief'for the needy but release 
for the millionaire. 
“The local relief advocates are 
prolific in denials of any excessive 
distress. Yet I know that there are 
almost 1,000,000 men unemployed 
in Pennsylvania alone. If my State 
were typical of the rest of the na- 
tion there would befnot far from 
10,000,000 unemployed in the coun- 
try, with the number increasing as 
winter comes.” 
Pinchot said he had never been 
able to understand why Federal aid 
should be a “dole,” while precisely 
the same relief given by a state or 
city should not be a “dole.” 
He pointed out that the bulk of 
local relief funds come largely 
from taxes and that these taxes ir 
the main are levied on real estate 
and other property. 


‘Local relief,” he said, “means 
an increase in property taxes, 
either now or very shortly. Do we 


want an increase in property taxes? 
Yet this increase is the essence of 
the local relief program—this and’ 
the sort of enforced charity by 
which industry takes a day’s pay 
out of every 20 or so in the month 
from workers, even from _ scrub- 
women in offices, to help swell 
relief funds. That is how the pro- 
gram of local relief works out. 
Slows Down Buying Power. 
“It is substantially true that 
every cent a man of small means 
contributes to relief, either direct- 
ly or indirectly through increased 
taxes, is taken.out of consumption. 
His buying power is immediately 
slowed down by exactly that much. 
And the slowing down of buying 
power means the slowing down of 
the wheels of industry. 
“Purchasing power buys pros- 
perity. But is there any surer way 
of cutting down the purchasing 
power of millions of small earners 
than by taking funds for relief 
and increased taxation out of their 
monthly wages or out of their 
slender bank accounts? That pro- 
gram can start no factory wheels. 
Yet, in the absence of Congress, it 
is to that program we have been 
committed. 
“Here, then, is the heart of the 
local relief plan. Here is its effect 
on the future, laid out in black and 
white, and mostly black. By cut- 
ting down consuming power, it 
can only serve to further our eeo- 
nomic maladjustment and to sink 
us deeper in the hole. Its support- 
ers Rave been blind to, or careless 
of, its permanent effects, whatever 
its convenience as an emergency 
measure. 
“Now in considering what plan 
we are to advocate in addition to, 
or as a total or partial substitute 
for local relief, it might be well for 
us to investigate the flaws in our 
economic structure which caused 
it to tumble overnight and brought 
our present troubles upon us. If 
we are to build wisely, either to- 
ward permanent prosperity or to- 
ward relief, we can avoid our past 
blunders only by recognizing them. 
Consumption Outstripped. 
“There ought to be very little 
doubt that the largest single cause 
of the depression was production 
beyond the power of the people to 
consume. Through the years 
called prosperous,, no stone was 
left unturned which would help 
perfect or increase. our national 
productive power. Technological 
improvements, financial devices 
such as mergers, high-pressure 
sales campaigns, installment buy- 
ing and other credit schemes all 
tended to the same end. All helped 
to raise production to new and 
dangerous heights and to leave 
normal consuming power farther 
and farther behind. 
‘Why were these heights so 
dangerous? How could extra pro- 
duction which set new wheels 
spinning result in depression, which 
in turn has stopped those wheels 
and many more? ‘The answer is 
simple. Consumption was _ out- 
stripped and left behind. 
“Instead of sharing’ with labor 
the profits of increased produc- 
tion, industry shunted the wealth 
back to itself. Wuwge-earners were 
encouraged, persuaded, cajoled to 
spend their money buying goods. 
If they couldn’t pay for them now, 
they should buy on the installment

esary. But they should buy. No 
real American, they were told, 
could be without his radio and his 
automobile. 

“And what happened to the 
money spent in buying? .Did a rea- 
sonable part of it go back in in- 
creased wages to the working- 
man’s pocket so that the circle of 
production and consumption could 
go on? It did not. It went, in 
staggering disproportion, to divi- 
dends and capital. It went back to 
industry so that production might 
be increased, even at the expense 
of consuming power. 

“In the decade ending in 1929, 
real wages increased only 13 per 
cent, while the returns to all in- 
dustry increased 72 per cent. 
Where did this 72 per cent come 
from but out of the spent wages 
of the millions of working men? 

‘In the same period the divi- 
dends on industrial and rail stocks 
increased by 285 per cent—22 
times as fast as wages. Is it any 
wonder that the crash of depres- 
sion came? 

“Increased production served 
only to turn the national wealth 
into two tremendously unequal 
channels. By far the bulk of that 
wealth went back in a torrent to 


capital and production, a_ tiny 
stream returned to purchasing 
power through wages. The result 


was inevitable. ‘ 

“By the steady drying up of the 
springs of purchasing power and 
the over-stimulation of production, 
there has been developed in this 
country the most astounding con- 
centration of wealth in the hands 
of a few men that the world has 
ever known. A strong statement, 
but true. 

‘Here is the basic evil which has 
brought on the depression, and 
which we must guard against in 
planning relief for the future. Here 
is the evil which is protected and 
fostered by local relief . plans. 
Here is the evil which, if allowed 
to develop further, can block all 
hope of recovery and overthrow 
our entire economic structure. 

“Every recent economic move 
has been directed toward one end 
alone. That end is the safeguard- 
ing of money in ihe hands of an 
incredibly small number of in- 
credibly rich men. 

“When a one-sided prosperity 
crashed, we find the same selfish 
interests dictating policies in time 
of depression. There is the at- 
tempt to hush up realities, so that 
the facts and what was behind 
them should not come to light. 
There is the refusal to take action 
which might impair the moneyed 
interests. There is the insistence 
on local relief so that the big for- 
tunes might be spured. 

Relief Must Come From Rich. 

‘“‘And now, with a Treasury def- 
icit no longer concealable, there is 
the impending attempt to make it 
up out of the pockets of those who 
have comparatively little. It is an 
obvious effort to release the over- 
rich from their fair share of the 
burden. 

“The force behind the stubborn 
opposition to Federal relief is fear 
lest the taxation -to provide that 
relief be levied on concentrated 
wealth—fear lest~ the policy of 
years, the policy of shielding the 
big fortunes at the expense of the 
little ones, should at last be tossed 
into the discard. 

‘This business has gone far 
enogh. We must, as a nation, 
give help to those of our fellows 
who are broken in health and spirit 
because they can not find food to 
eat or clothes to wear or work to 
do. This help must come—not 
mainly from the men of small 
means, as local relief would 
it come, for that will tend only to 
increase and prolong our distress) 
It must come mainly from the rich, } 
from those who can so easily carry 
the burden, from those whose taxes 
can in no way weaken what con- 
suming power is left us. 7 

“In the name of those who are 
overburdened now, I demand that 
the tax rates on the uppér bracket 
incomes be increased, in their 
name I demand that the gradua- 
tion of the inheritance tax be 
steepened, and in their name I de- 
mand that the exemptions and the 
lower bracket tax rates be left un- 
touched. To meddle with them is 
to trifle with disaster and to invite 
the depression to stay. 

Suffering in Richest Country, 
“When I ask that the top rates 
of the income taxes be raised 
enough to pay for Federal relief 
for the unemployed, I am speaking 
as a man directly affected. I pay 
an income tax in the high brackets 
myself. In time, a goodly share of 
my estate will go to the Govern- 
ment. 

“But I am willing that the 
Government shall take more of my 
income, rather than that millions 
should suffer from want and hun- 
ger. I would be glad to see more 
of my estate a tna in taxes

Montana Senator Declares Report 
Will Be a “Succinct State- 
ment of Facts.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Senator 
Walsh (Dem.), Montana, yesterday 
announced that hearings of the 
lobby committee on the sugar tariff 
were closed, and that he would 
submit to the Senate a report on 
the transactions attributed to Sen- 
ators Davis of Pennsylvania and 
Watson of Indiana.

“NAMING 6. 0. P. 


Chooses Snell of New York 
as Candidate for Speaker, 
but Debates About His 
Right to Floor Post. 


DECISION AFTER 
CONGRESS MEETS 


Withdrawal of Crisp Clears 
Way for the Selection of 
Rainey of Illinois as the 
Democratic Chieftain. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Having 
settled the speakership candidacy 
by nominating Representative Ber- 
trand Snell of New York, House 
Republicans today turned their at- 
tention to making procedure rules 
less stringent. 

The proposal under considera- 
tion, to modify the rules which 
have controlled legislation and dee 
bate since post-war days, came 
from Snell. 

The New Yorker won the nomi- 
nation yesterday on the seventh 
ballot of a protracted caucus. His 
chief competitor, John Tilson of 
Connecticut, withdrew when the 
vote went 96 to 64 against him. 

Tilson for years has been one of 
the most rigid of regular Repub- 
licans. He has consistently upheld 
President Hoover's legislative pol- 
icies. Snell, on the other hand, 
has broken with the administra- 
tion in several instances, notably 
on the question of redeeming the 
soldiers’ bonus. 

Other candidates who figured in 
the preliminary voting included 
Representative Hoch of Kansas, 
Dowell of Iowa, Barbour of Cali- 
fornia, La Guardia of New York, 
Purnell of Indiana, Schneider of 
Wisconsin, Luce of Massachusetts, 
Cooper of Ohio, Clague of Minne- 
sota and Britten of Illinois. 

The chief issue remained unset- 
tled. Only after Congress convenes 
will the Republicans decide wheth- 
er Snell will be minority leader un- 
der Democratic organization, or 
whether Tilson will hold this post, 
which har been his for three Con- 
gresses. Two hours of debate failed 
to solve that question yesterday. 

The Democrats will caucus Sat- 
urday to nominate Representative 
Garner of Texas as Speaker and 
probably to name Representative 
Henry T. Rainey of Illinois as floor 
leader. 

Announcement yesterday by 
Representative Crisp of Georgia, 
that he would not be a candidate 
for leader, cleared the way for 
Rainey’s election. All other Sout&- 
ern candidates have withdrawn and 
the only contender remaining is 
Representative O’Connor of New 


York. O’Connor has shown but 
slight strength in his campaign.

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THE COUNTRY’S PLIGHT. 

The unequal distribution of wealth-is an imme- 
morial grievance, It is as old as the institution of 
property itself. Karl Marx may, we suppose, be 
credited with votcing the most enduring protest 
against it, a protest vitalized by a plan for correct- 


{ing it. His plan has persistently commanded a frag- 


mentary support. It has inspired a number of small- 
scale experiments that remain in the records as 
naive adventures into Utopia. But today Marxian 
Socialism is the economic and political gospel of 
the largest country in the world, and we have seen 
the British Empire intrust the administration of 
its affairs to a Socialistic Government. 

The unequal distribution of wealth is the root ex- 
planation for the Labor party’s rise to power in 
England, just as it is the genesis of the Soviet 
Russia. It was a diluted form of Socialism which 
Ramsay MacDonald espoused, and which he has tem- 
porarily renounced on the ground of national duty, 
but, even so, it shows the tenacity of the Marxian 
philosophy. And the German prophet might find 
as much heresy as fidelity to his doctrine in the 
frenzied Russian policy, but there again is evidtnce 
that his preachments live. 

In the business depression which has involved our 
own politically enlightened and industrially efficient 
America,. which President Heover describes as “the 
greatest crisis the world has ever known,” public 
thought is centered upon the unequal distribution of 
wealth as the basic cause. That is the conclusion of 
the comprehensive study of “the country’s plight” in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch. University heads, busi- 
ness leaders, men of the conservative school of 
politics are among the illustrious witnesses who so 
testify. And the figures are cited, not simply in sta- 
tistical formation, but in a way to vivify the facts. 
It may not impress us much, for example, to read 
that 504 citizens in 1929 had an aggregate net in- 
come for taxation purposes of $1,185,000,000. But it 
lands flush on the mental jaw to be told that that 
little group of men could have purchased virtually 
“the entire wheat and cotton crops of last year— 
the two chief cash crops of the nation, representing 
the labor of 1,300,000 whoat farmers and 1,032,000 
cotton farmers.” There is another smash in the 
fact that the net income of 85 of our richest tax- 
payers in 1929 exceeded the total wages received by 
421,000 workers in the clothing industry. 

But the most dreadful indictment of our maldistri- 
bution of wealth was. pronounced by Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon when he said that, on the aver- 
age, only 2 per cent of the American people paid 
income taxes. (It appears from the 1930 figures that 
income taxes were paid by only 1 2-3 per cent of 
the population.) Mr. Mellon was not consciously ar- 
raigning the status quo. He was arguing for lower 
exemptions. He was all for making the 98 per cent 
participate in the privilege of paying taxes. His 
idea was to ease the burden on wealth by imposing 
part of it on the multitude. He professed anxiety 
for the general welfare in this proposal. Excessive 
surtaxes on the higher brackets, he contended, would 
reduce the flow of tapital into new or enlarged 
channels of industry. That particular note, as was 
pointed out in the comprehensive discussion of the 
situation, is silent now. And the vital factor, patent 
enough now, but which Mr. Mellon overlooked, was 
the reduction of consuming power which would 
follow his universal income tax program. 

The conservation of buying power, its maintenance 
in full vigor, is recognized now, more clearly, per- 
haps, than ever before, as indispensable to pros- 
perity. That objective can be reached only by a 
fairer distribution of the wealth which industry 
produces. Capital cannot hog the payroll. Labor 
must have a larger share if we are to have a real 
prosperity, and if that prosperity is to be safe- 
guarded from such shocks as the present. 

How is it to be done? We see men of vision in 
large affairs, like Mr. Swope of the General Electric 
Co., hopefully drafting a formula for the stabiliza- 
tion of industry, but we also hear a great financier, 
Chairman Wiggin of the Chase National Bank, de- 
clare that “no commission or any brain in the world” 
will avail to prevent future depressions. To such 
counsel of despair the obvious reply, it seems to us, 
is simply this: How many such crises can the 
capitalistic system survive? 

The Wigginses are quitters. We must look to the 
faith and purpose of the Swopes of industry, to 
intellectuals like Dr. Butler of Columbia, to states- 
men of the liberal school to chart the way to safety 
and stability. The problem, it is agreed, is largely 
one of industry’s making which industry must solve, 
with such well thought assistance as may be given 
by a Government dedicated to equality of oppor- 
tunity. There is wisdom in the words of Justice 
Brandeis: “Instead of amending the Constitution, I 
would amend men’s economic and social ideals.” No 
socialism is contemplated in that advice. The vision 
of that eminent jurist is American democracy com- 
petently functioning. 
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BLOW US DOWN! 

Last week it was Gen. Butler complaining that 
the swivel-chair Admirals, as he termed them, had 
prevented his appointment as. Commandant of the 
Marine Corps. Now comes Gen. Fuller, Commandant 
of the corps, to tell the world that Marine officers 
feel that they are victims of discrimination favor- 
ing officers of corresponding rank in the Navy. We 
have somewhat the same emotion, as we contemplate 
the marines with their suddenly developed infer- 
iority complex, as we would have if Ely Culbertson 
should admit that Sidney Lenz’ system is the better 
one, if George Pernard Shaw took the vow of 
humility, or if Dr. Julius Klein came right out on 
the radio and confessed that the country is in a 
depression. 
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DR. ASHBY JONES’ CONSERVATISM. 

The simplest and most charmingly idealistic cure 
for the evils of prohibition comes from Dr. Ashby 
Jones; pastor of the Second Baptist Church of St. 
Louis. He would organize a buyers’ strike “in the 
illegitimate liquor business” which “would in three 
months bankrupt bootleggers and put gangsters out 
of business.” ‘We think the doctor’s estimate is too 
conservative. Apparently he does not know that 
bootleg buying is largely of the hand-to-mouth 
variety. Very few persons lay in a supply to last 
for more than a fortnight. In the early days of 
prohibition, it is true, cautious persons bought cel- 
larfuls of the stuff, but evaporation, theft and other 
causes depleted the stock too rapidly. Nowadays 
the custom is for the more affluent among us to buy 
it by the case, and for the remainder to buy it by 
the bottle or by the drink. Thus, a buyers’ strike,

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TWO YEARS FOR A YELL. 

Among the last actions by Foreign Minister Grandi 
before his departure for Italy was an appeal seeking 
clemency for Orlando Spartaco, an anti-Fascist. Spar- 
taco’s crime consisted in iumping on the running 
board of Grandi’s car when the Minister visited Phila- 
delphia, and shouting, “Down with Mussolini! Down 
with Fascism!” For this, Judge Harry 8S. McDevitt 
imposed a prison term of two years, and refused to 
permit bail. Spartaco’s act was an incitement to riot, 
the Judge said. He got the maximum “as a warning 
to others with Communistic tendencies”; his offense 
was against the community, not against Grandi. One 
might amplify the last indictment and say that 
Spartaco’s offense was against the nation, for so it 
was. It constituted an affront to the official envoy 
of a friendly Power, whose political affiliations had 
nothing to do with his missien here. 

However, unless the Philadelphia populace is far 
more highly inflammable than\anyone ever dreamed, 
it is hard to conceive how a man yelling in the street 
would incite anyone to riot. And a protest against 
‘Fascism is not necessarily proof of “Communistic 
tendencies.” In fact, Communists are created, not 
scotched, by such repression as Spartaco’s sentence 
embodies. His offense was a breach of the peace 
—in wretched taste, it is true, but not deserving 
of so heavy a penalty. In Italy he would be much 
more harshly dealt with, of course, but there is no 
sedition here in a cry against Mussolini. Grandi 
displayed good sportsmanship in his appeal for 
clemency, futile though it was. We hope he will bear 
the incident in mind should there be a similar occur- 
rence in Italy. 
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FOR ALL THE SMALL COLLEGES. 

The letter from President Melvin of Westminster 
College at Fulton, Mo., which is printed today, calls 
attention to the fact that the name of Westminster 
was not included in the list of several institutions 
mentioned in our recent editorial in behalf of the 
small college. Similarly, the Springfield Leader 
notes the absence of Drury College. The omissions 
should not have been construed as a mistake, since 
the list was not meant to be all-inclusive. Only 12 
small colleges were spoken of by name, while there 
are some 600 in the United States. Westminster and 
Drury deserve more widespread notice, and it was on 
that account that the editorial called attention to 
needed educational service performed by the many 
Westminsters and Drurys tHroughout the country. 
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COL. JOHN H. CARROLL. 

Col. John. H. Carroll, who died in’ Washington 
Sunday, had the unique distinction of having more 
friends than any other man in the country. 
friends loved him, and he loved them and was loyal 
to them. He never overlooked an opportunity to 
demonstrate his friendship and his thoughtfulness. 

The Colonel had a charming and lovable: per- 
sonality that bound everyone that he knew to him. 
It was probably this gift more than any other, al- 
though he had ability, that won his success as legis- 
lative attorney for railroads. He had an irresistible 
way that enabled him to gain his point with legisla- 
tors apd others with whom he dealt in behalf of 
the interests of his railway clients. The whole coun- 
try enjoyed his testimony before the Senate Lobby 
Investigating Committee. He was refreshingly frank 
about his husiness and his fees, and convulsed’ the 
committee with his humorous story of hew he 
escorted Queen Marie on her visit to the United 
States. The lobby was lost sight of in the wave of 
candor and humor which flowed from the Colonel. 
His keen sense of humor and his knowledge of life 
illuminated his conversation. He was a wonderful 
story teller. 

Col. Carroll knew life. He knew it at its worst 
and at its best. An abandoned waif in Cincinnati, 
he lived on the streets and in mission homes until 
he fell into the hands of a kindly Quaker, who gave 
him an opportunity to get some schooling and to 
study law. He wrote and printed the story of his 
boyhood with a happy blend of pathos and humor. 
He never forgot those who helped him in his 
early struggles, and repaid them generously. 

It was at Unionville, Mo., that Col. Carroll landed 
with 75 cents in his pocket and began the practice 
of Jaw. It was there he won his first success in 
law and politics; and subsequently, as counsel for 
the Burlington Railway, he became a power in 
the State. No matter where the Colonel lived after- 
ward, Unionville was his home. It was the Mecca 
to which he made pilgrimages year after year. He 
was more than a successful legislative attorney. He 
was an interesting character, a vivid personality, a 
man of broad sympathies, of generous heart and hand.

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Leacock on Canadian Liquor Control 


Prohibition only a retreating shadow in Canada, with no chance to return, professor- 
humorist writes; some changes in licensing system still needed, however, as it 
caries rather an apologetic air; Ontario golf players forbidden to drink at clubs, 
hence use hip flasks in locker rooms; thinks most Americans now oppose dry law.

ECENTLY the Herald quoted a letter of 
nK Prof. Stephen Leacock which appeared 

in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch (of Oct. 
19),-and which defended the Canadian sys- 
tem of liquor control against violent attacks 
which had been made upon it in corres- 
pondence appearing in that paper. Prof. 
Leacock has now addressed to the Herald a 
remarkably interesting letter explaining his 
stand in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. His 
letter follows: 

To the Editor of the Herald: 

Sir: The letter of mine, which you quote, 
and which recently appeared in a St. Louis 
newspaper, was written at the suggestion of 
some American friends of mine. It was in- 
tended to contradict some absurd state- 
ments which had appeared in the press of 
that city announcing the utter failure of the 
Canadian system of liquor control. 

As far as any prospect of a renewal of 
prohibition in Canada goes, to attack it now 
is like kicking a dead dog. With us, pro- 
hibition is only a retreating shadow. But 
elsewhere the shadow still lies heavy, and 
under it germinate in the darkness crime 
and drunkenness and disrespect for law. 
There is no doubt that the great mass of 
the Americans, outside of the crooks and 
the bootleggers, would wish. it abolished. ‘It 
would not stand for a moment the test of a 
popular vote. It is, therefore, only fair and 
reasonable that, when they ask it, we should 
give them our opinion of the operation of 
our law, and not leave it to the misrepre- 
sentation of interested persons. 

There is no doubt that liquor control by 
Government monopoly and sale—the com- 
mon feature of the different provincial sys- 
tems in this country—has received the over- 
whelming support of all the decent people. 
A few dissent, some from a mistaken ideal- 
ism which all may respect; others from mo- 
tives of personal interest, which all would 
condemn. 


Our system is far from perfect. It bears 


se upon it the traces of the peculiar social ter- 


rorism which the prohibitionist in the days 
of his triumph was able to inspire. It still 
carries with it features of an apologetic 
character. It is still not quite in harmony 
with the real thoughts, wishes and opinions 
of its supporters, ie 

In Ontario, for instance—a Province in 


many senses the premier Province for Brit- 
ish Canadians—the control is still needlessly 
restrictive. For example, I know, and il- 
luminate, an Ontario golf club in which the 
members and their guests take surreptitious 
drinks out of flasks in the discomfort and 
secrecy of a locker room, because the law 
forbids the service of liquor upstairs in the 
sunshine. The people who do this are lead- 
ing business men, lawyers, doctors, mem- 
bers of Parliament and such. 

If these men and their fellows in other 

golf clubs were to send petitions for a 
ehange in the law, it would be altered in a 
day. But will they do it? No. They pre- 
fer, it seems, to take their liquor on the 
sly, like high school boys smoking cigar- 
ettes in the non-educational part of their 
school premises. 
* There is a divergence here between the 
form of the law and the dictates of public 
morality which is socially dangerous; Law 
and conscience must coincide or one of the 
two goes under. 

It is ridiculous also to build a $20,000,000 
hotel and forbid it to sell a 20-cent bottle 
of beer. Nearly all the guests would like 


to buy it, nearly all the shareholders would . 


like to sell it and all the waiters would love 
to serve it. But the shadow of Brother 
Stiggins still falls across the hotel doorway. 

(The Rev. Mr. Stiggins is a character in 
Dickens’ “Pickwick Papers.” He was the 
spiritual adviser of Mrs. Weller, and a tem- 
perance lecturer who had a weakness for 
pineapple rum.—Editor’s Note). 

I speak of Ontario, but in all thé prov- 
inces some measure of the same apologetic 
attitude can be found. Many of us in Can- 
ada, no doubt, share with so many Amer- 
icans the hopeless confusion between drink- 
ing and drunkenness, between a ban- 
quet and a “bat,” between a finst-class club 
and a third-rate pub, which makes it hard 
to frame a law for us. 

But there is no doubt that our system “on 
the whole, and in broad outline, is a suc- 
cess, and is a permanent part of our na- 
tional life. 

May I, in conclusion, ask the editor of 
this paper if he receives any letters to me, 
addressed in his care, to throw them into 
the waste basket?

Where Ducks Get a Taste of Modern Warfare

ITH the opening of the hunting sea- 
W von in the Northern states, the De- 

partment of Agriculture hag issued an 
appeal to hunters to spare the ducks this 
year.

could warn the hunters of an approaching 
attack from the ravenous ducks. The hunt- 
ers, rising from their whisky and poker, 
would rush to the turret and lay down a 
barrage with automatic shotguns. Dogs 
would be released from cages hidden in the 
front line, to retrieve the slaughtered ene- 
my, and the happy warriors would then re- 
turn to their whisky, thereby bracing them- 
selves against the next duck onslaught. Ac- 
cording to our correspondent, all that the 
place needed to make it a perfect example 
of modern warfare would be a couple of 
trench mortars, a case of Very lights and a

any of their assets. 

The Richmond bank recommend- 


ed that in a national emergency 
the existence of which should be 
determined by the Federal Reserve 
Board, the reserve banks might be 
permitted to make advances, .se- 
cured by high-grade bonds, to 
banks lacking eligible paper. 

The other banks, the subcom- 
mittee pointed out, agreed general- 
ly there should be no changes in 
the regulations. 

“No” was the answer from banks 
at Chicago, Cleveland, Dallas, Kan- 
sas City, Minneapolis, New York, 
Philadelphia, Richmond, St. Louis 
and San Francisco to the question 
whether acceptability requirements 
were raised to follow restrictive 
credit policies. 


Credit for Speculation. 


Atlanta replied they were raised 
“especially in periods when this 
bank was endeavoring to prevent 
the use of Federal Reserve credit 
in speculative channels.” The Bos- 
ton bank explained that in this 
connection, the need for the re- 
quested credit was investigated 
carefully as well as the character 
of the bank. 

All expressed opposition to re- 
pealing reserve provisions permit- 
ting member banks to borrow on 
15-day promissory notes secured by 
Government obligations as a meaus 
of preventing use of Federal Ret- 
serve credit for speculative or in- 
vestment purpose. 

Five incjcated, however, it might 
tend toward reducing the amount 
of credit used for speculation ard 
investment. They were: Cleve- 
land, Dallas, Kansas City, New 
York and San Francisco. 

Among the reasons given in op- 
position to repeal were: Conveni- 
ence to member banks; strengthen- 
ing the market for Government se- | 
curities; banks in communities 
where there is a dearth of eligible 
paper would be embarrassed or 
discriminated against. 

The banks reported ‘‘moral sua- 
sions” in use of credit had been 
used to a varying degree. The ef- 
fects were good in the following 
districts: Atlanta, Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Dallas, Kansas City and St. 
Louis. 

New York, Richmond and Boston 
banks replied rate control was 
preferable. The St; Louis bank 
said rate control was not practica- 
ble in that district, because of vary- 
ing legal contract rates. 

Among other points reported on 
by the banks was the maximum 
amount of paper held in failed 
banks’ accounts in any one month 
during the last four years. The St. 
Louis district held the most, $12,- 
712,952 as of Nov. 30, 1930, while 
Atlanta was second with $10,455,- 
533 in July, 1929. New York held 
the least, $4826, Aug. 31, 1930, and 
Philadelphia was next with - $43 
425, Dec. 31, 1928.

tion. “I have always hated slavery,” 
he quoted Lincoln as saying, “but 
I have no right to interfere with it 
because it iy in the Constitution, 
and [| am for the honest enforce- 
ment of the Constitution, the fugi- 
tive slave law included.” 


Cites Lincoln’s Stand. 

“What shall we say,” Robins 
asked, “‘of those in high place and 
low who sneer at the eighteenth 
amendment, violate and encourage 
nullification of the Constitution be- 
cause of personal habit or custom, 
or ideas of states’ rights, police 
power or sumptuary lezislation, 
when Lincoln, who was giving his 
life to overthrow the institution of 
human slavery, upheld the integri- 
ty of the Constitution when it 
seemed to run counter to the most 
precious rights of human liberty, 
even the freedom of the human 
soul? Why did the great common- 
er of Illinois take this stand? He 
knew that if he Kept faith with the 
Constitution while slavery was in 
it, and then legally took slavery 
out of it, he would have the 
strength of an inviolate Constitu- 
tion to guarantee freedom.” 


Robins said that “even under the 
feeble and at times corrupt en- 
forcement of the past,” prohibition 
could show benefits to match every 
claim of evil made by its enemies. 
He said those seekihg repeal are in 
no genuine agreement as to a form 
of liquor control to be substitut- 
ed. 

Wants Honest Enforcement. 

He recommended that “we 

should have honest enforcement 
for, say, a 10-year period, and thes 
take stock and see ‘what the actual 
results have been.” This attitude, 
he ‘said, was in line with the en- 
forcement planks of the Repub- 
lican and Democratic national 
platforms of 1928. 
, “Any policy brought out through 
so long a period should bos thor- 
oughly tried before it is aban- 
doned,” Robins said. ‘All intelli- 
gent citizens should rally behind 
President Hoover in his efforts for 
the maintenance of the Constitu- 
tion and the enforcement of the 
law of the people of the United 
States. Finallly, we demand at 
least a substantial agreement 
among those who seek repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment as to 
what form of control of the liquor 
traffic shall take its place.” 

Ropp, speaking of the attitude 
of college students toward prohi- 
bition, said that “drunken balls in 
fraternity houses are the exception 
and not the rule.” 

“I am not attempting,” he said, 
“to gloss over hard facts, and I! 
am not so deluded as to think that 
liquor consumption among young 
people is at a standstill, but it is

Maj. Lambert Asks Dry Campaign- 
ers for Views on Modification, 
Maj. Albert Bond Lambert has 

addressed a letter to the Allied Dry 
Campaigners, now holding a three-

content.

This tax 
would take the place of the much 
dreaded sales and nuisance tax, a 
logical conclusion in the absence of 
cther forms of taxation. Many seri- 
ous-minded citizens in St. Louis 
would like to learn from the dis- 
tinguished speakers of the Allied 
Pry Campaigners their attitude on 
the question of modification, that 
would enable the Government to 
relieve the tax situation. Under 
present conditions, just how far 
are the dry organizations willing 
tc co-operate to provide this lucra- 
tive source of taxation?

EVIDENCE AT STATE 
ANTI-TRUST HEARING 


E. W. Tiedemann Tells of 
Policy and Mrs. Virgil 
Loeb Describes Price Ne- 
gotiations and Control. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the. 
Post-Dispatch. : 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 1.— 
The search for grounds for an 
anti-trust suit inthe Sst. Louis 
milk market, continued today in 
infinite and exhaustive detail, fol- 
lowing disclosure yesterday that 


the “gentlemen’s agreement” be- 
tween certain dairies and the San- 
itary Milk Producers was révised 
last week on advice of counsel. 

With the exception of two hours 
devoted to Mrs. Virgil Loeb and 
Mrs. W. W. Burke of the Consum- 
ers’ Milk Commission, the entire 
opening session before Commis- 
sioner Samuel Bushman was de- 
voted entirely to the testimony of 
E. W. Tiedemann, president of the 
Producers’ Co-operative Marketing 
Association. W. L. Metcalfe of 
St. Louis and Lieutellus Cunning- 
ham of Jefferson City, special as- 
sistants to Attorney-General Shar- 
tel, are questioning the witnesses. 

Tideman was closely examined 

on the possibility that the associa- 
tion might some time operate in 
effect as a close corporation with 
monoplistic powers, capable of ex- 
cluding non-member farmers from 
the St. Louis market and setting 
its own prices. 
Tiedeman said that a decision of 
the agsociation last Dec. 5 to cloge 
its membership books when the 
membershtp reached 9000 had been 
rescinded. He said that he was in 
favor of an open market. He ex- 
plained again that the producers 
were concerned only in their own 
prices, and that retail prices were 
in the hands of the distributors. 

The hearing was authorized by 
the Supreme Court on application 
of the Attorney-General to deter- 
mine if an anti-trust suit is war- 
ranted against 11 corporations 
which he named, including both 
the striking co-operative and Peve- 
ly Dairy Co., or any others in the 
milk business in St. Louis. An anti- 
trust suit may oust a corporation 
from business in the State. 

A Bargaining Agent. 

Pevely Dairy Co. withdrew when 
conferences between producers, 
consumers and the four large deal- 
ers.got to the point of drawing up 
the original “gentlemen’s agree- 
ment,” Tiedemantestified.-He re- 
lated that St. Louis and Highland 
Cairies and the Beatrice Creamery 
continued, and, with the advice 
and sanction of the consumer rep- 
tesentatives, drew up the agree- 
ment under which the co-operative | 
dealt with them, and a number of 
smaller dairies, beginning in Octo- 
ber, 1930. 

The agreement began with a 
statement that the dealers recog- 
nized the co-operative only as a 
bargaining agent, which, Tiede-

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REPORT ON MILK 
INQUIRY ADOPTED 


Aldermen’s Committee Elimin- 
ates Stricture on Producers 
From First Draft. 


The Board of Aldermen Friday 
will receive from its Public Wel- 
fare Committee its report on the 
local milk situation. The reportgas 
agreed on last week, upholds the 
action of Health Commissioner 
Starkloff in declaring a ‘“‘moratori- 
um” in enforcement of the milk- 
house ordinance. Ags adopted by 
the committee yesterday, it contains 
no comment on the acts of violence 
committed against the Pevely 
Dairy Co. 

As originally prepared, the report 
contained paragraphs condemning 
the Sanitary Milk Producers for the 
acts of violence. These were struck 
out because of the objections of Al- 
who threatened 
otherwise to submit a minority re- 
port. Barnes accepted, not with- 
out strongly expressed reservations, 
the section approving the Healtp 
Commissioner’s action. He said the 
Commissioner had been “playing 
into the hands of the Pevely com- 
pany,” and he coincided ,with the 
view, as expressed in a ” Post-Dis- 
patch editorial, that the Aldermen 
had been “gullible” in accepting Dr. 
Starkloff’s explanatigns so readily. 
However, Barnes wagwilling to ap- 
prove Dr. Starkloff’s action on the 
ground that the City Counselor had 
sanctioned it. 

Clash of Opinions. 

“With the controversy between 
the Pevely Dairy Co. and the Sani- 
tary Milk Producers,”” the report 
Says, “the committee felt that it 
had no concern, but much as we 
sought to avoid it, our inquiry took 
on the appearance of an arbitra- 
tion between the parties to this 
controversy.

How utterly absurd is this claim 
In the long run, selling price must 
bear a proper relation to cost. In- 
evitably, as the producer’s power 
to restrict production grew, he 
would be in a position to advance 
his price, and this advance would | 
be passed on to the consumer. 
Fears for Consumer. 

“The price would be advanced 
until it so restricted. consumption 
that the strong distributors would 
absorb the weak, to fit the restrict- 
ed demand caused by the ever-ad- 
vancing price. With monopoly at 
the distributing as well as the pro- 
ducing end of the business, we 
would see a number of independ- 
ent business men and their em- 
ployes out of occupation, and the 
mass Of milk consumers gouged to| 
the limit.” 

The committee therefore held 
that “any effort on the part of 
producers of fliud milk to estab- 
lish for themselves a market in St. 
Louis that does not bear a reason- 
able relation to the general mar- 
ket for butter fat is unfair. The 
public must view any effort of the 
Producers’ Association to so ex- 
tend its advantage at the expense 
of the milk consumers as an wun- 
conscionable act of monopoly.”

Bingham observed to this writ- 
er: 

“When boxers are away from 
home they are permitted, under 
the rules, to receive $8 a day 
for expenses. That is more than 
ample. Yet when they fight at 
home, they get not one cent, al- 
though they must carry on in 
training and in other ways in- 
out expenses involved in prepar- 
ing for a bout. I am aware that 
the expenses are not great, but 
some cash allowance might be 
made to amateur boxers by pro- 
moters who use their services. 
The nominal sum of $2.50 say. 
would reimburse the youthful 
athlete for his actual training 
outlay for a bout. 

“This idea is strictly my own 
and is not in any way official. 
Nor is it under consideration by 
the A. A. U.” 


It's worthy of thought. Only 
the victor in an amateur bout 
is rewarded for his time, train- 
ing and effort. He gets a medal. 

His beaten opponent has had 
his labor for his pains and has 
taken a beating along with it. 

However, the best efforts are 
those made under sacrifices. The 
most notable achievements fre- 
quently have been those which 
cost the performtr more than he 
received back.

Princeton Paper 
Attacks Tigers’ 
Football Policy

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 1.— 
Princeton's disastrous football sea- 
son—a victory over Amherst and 
then seven straight defeats—has 
led to a demand by the Daily 
Princetonian, undergraduate News 
Daily, for a sweeping revision of 
the coaching system. 

In a two and one-half column 
editorial, the paper blamed the 
Princeton Board of Athletic Con- 
trél and the Alumni Football Com- 
mittee primarily for “Princeton's 
ridiculous showing.” 

“It is they,” said thé paper, 
“who, knowing full well the limita- 
tions of the men they had _ to 
choose from, clung with false pride 
to alumni coaching. Coach Al Witt- 
mer merely accepted the post of- 
fered and strove to overcome han- 
dicaps. But he is said to have 
been given his choice of assistants 
and is, therefore, to blame for some 
of the ‘dead wood’ at present serv- 
ing on the Staff. : 

“It is the opinion of the 
Princetonian that large quantities 
of new blood must be infused in 
the coaching staff -if Princeton 
hopes to continue to play intercol- 
legiate football with even her 
most suitable rivals from the 
standpoint of size, balance and ed- 
veational policy. Speaking frankly, 
it seems inevitable and wise that 
the present out-moded coaching 
system be sweepingly reorganized 
with a general revision of per- 
sonnel.”
